Dear Mr. Kirkpatrick: 
 
Chicago Mercantile Exchange Inc. (“CME” or “Exchange”) hereby notifies the Commodity Futures Trading 
Commission (“CFTC” or “Commission”) that it is self-certifying amendments to the CME Equity Index 
Futures and Options contracts (the “Contracts”) listed below, effective on Sunday, March 20, 2016 for 
trade date Monday, March 21, 2016.  
 
More specifically, the rule amendments will reduce the limit-bid/limit-offer monitoring interval, preceding 
the daily opening of trading on US primary listing exchanges to two (2) minutes (8:23 a.m. to 8:25 a.m. 
Chicago time (CT)) from the ten (10) minutes (8:15 a.m. to 8:25 a.m. CT).  Similarly, the limit-bid/limit-
offer monitoring interval incorporated into implementation of the price limit methodology for Contracts will 
be reduced to two (2) minutes from ten (10) minutes. The amendments are intended to more closely align 
the price limits for the Contracts with the primary securities market circuit breakers that trigger U.S. equity 
market market-wide trading halts. 
 
Also at this time, the Exchange is also implementing other harmonizing and administrative amendments 
to Contracts. These amendments will, in no manner, impact the economic value of the Contracts.  The 
CME Rulebook chapters are provided in Exhibit A in blackline format, which is attached under separate 
cover.

Pursuant to Section 5c(c) of the Act and CFTC Regulation 40.6(a), the Exchange hereby certifies that the 
amendments comply with the Act, including regulations under the Act. There were no substantive 
opposing views to this proposal.
